Enraged townspeople armed to 
hunt the thief who opened the 
two-day old grave of 20-year-old 
Hayden Pope, 20, and determined 
to avenge his parents, who were 
near collapse and under a physi­ 
cian’s care. 
Pope died last Thursday after a 
long illness. 
He was buried Sun­ 
day. 
Yesterday Mrs. Robert Ed­ 
wards visited the cem etery and 
noticed th at the new' grave had 
been disturbed. 
She fled. 
Police, notified by persons to 
whom Mrs. Edwards related her 
discovery, found the coffin empty 
and a note 
Inside. 
The 
note, 
scrawled in pencil, demanded $100 
of Pope’s parents, “before your 
boy will be returned.” 
Police believed the grave rob­ 
bery took place Monday night. 
They doubted the body could have 
been moved far without attracting 
attention.

counted a suggestion th at the body 
might have been stolen for “medi­ 
cal research.”

The attorney general m ade pub­ 
lic a communication from the gov­ 
ernor in response to the request for 
the special appropriation, in which 
the governor pledged his “fullest 
cooperation" in the attorney gen­ 
era l’s investigation. 
The governor 
requested 
from 
D uffy." in order to justify such a 
request, a t the earliest convenient 
tim e, a complete report on the re ­ 
sults of the investigation to date." 
“ In other words," the governor 
asked." do you have really tangible 
fa c ts and evidence which m ake it 
appear reasonably certain th a t fu r­ 
th er efforts along this line will 
yield substantial results. I shall 
be glad to recommend additional 
appropriation if your report a t this 
tim e justifies it in any reasonable 
degree." 
R eplying to the governor’s com ­ 
m unication, D uffy said: 
“ I never would have made such 
a request had I not possessed tan- I 
gible facts upon which to base my 
belief th a t corruption had seeped 
into the parole system ." 
“It is m y view th a t it would not 
be prudent at this tim e to m ake 
a ‘com plete report* such as you 
suggest in your letter." 
D uffy said it would be “injudic­ 
ious" to have such a rep o rt a t the 
present tim e inasm uch as one of 
the governor’s own executive de­ 
p artm en ts is under investigation.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13—(UP) 
—Members of congress, scattered 
all over the world on vacations 
and business, prepared today to re­ 
turn to the capital for a special 
session of congress called by Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt for Nov. 15.

Family Histories and 
Other Data Valuable, 
Chapter 
is Told 


The October meeting of P ick­ 
aw ay Plains chapter Daughters of 
the American Revolution w as held 
at the home of Mrs. H. D. Ja c k ­ 
son, N. Scioto street, Tuesday A ft­ 
ernoon. 
Mrs. Bryce Briggs, regent, con­ 
ducted a short business session. 
Mrs. Stuart Bolin, of Columbus, 
the state chairman of Genealogical 
Research, spoke on the importance 
of preserving fam ily records and 
verified recorded dates. 
All gen­ 
ealogy is history from its begin­ 
nings in the 16th century through 
the period when all vital records 
were kept by the church on to the 
present day, she said. 
The period of W estern migration 
in the United States from 1850- 
1925 is a season of poor records as 
m any states during that period 
made very little attem pt to pre­ 
serve vital statistics. 
The state 
and National D. A. R. are attem pt­ 
ing to compile and preserve 
all 
available m arriage records, Bible 
records, cemetery records and old 
church records from the early per­ 
iod of pre-Revolutionary days up 
to 1850.
